There is less 
emphasis on industrial re-education and on placement than in the Amer- 
ican academy of political and social science’s Rehabilitation of the wounded

There is a history of cooperation beginning with the introduction of steam 
machinery and developed fully in the American phases and war conditions. 
Careful comparisons of cooperation with socialism and other movements. 
The author considers cooperation an alternative to such “over-night adven- 
tures” as Bolshevism. A more general and psychological view than

Although written as a college text book, such chapters 
as “The rise of collective bargaining,” “The government and the rail- 
ways,” “Incomes, wages, and social unrest” make it of interest to the 
general reader. The facts are presented with scholarly care, but the 
style is not too technical. Particularly good comparative maps and 
graphs. Covers much the same material as Innes (Booklist, 9:194, Ja 13) 
and Slater (Booklist, 12:102, N 15) both English accounts, with the 
difference that the present book adds more on the commercial side.
